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jft-ieir diftance be fo great,that colours begin to appear in thfc 
light before its incidence on the fecond Prif/n, thofe colours 
will not be deftro) ed by the contrary refractions of thacPrifm. 

Theie things being obferved,the round image Qjyill appear 
of the fame bignefs, which it doth when both the Prifauare 
taken away,that the light may paf directly towardsQf'rom the 
hole without any refra&ionat all. And its diameter will equal 
the breadth of the long image PT, if thofe images be equally 
diftantfromthe Priftns. 

If an accurate confideration of thefe refrattions be defigned, 
it is convenient,that a Lens be placed in the hole F,or immedh 
ate'y after the Prifms,fo that its focus be at the image Qor PT. 
For, thereby the Perimeter ofthe ltnageQand the ftraighc fides 
ofthe image PT will become much better defined than other- 


wife. 

An Account of a Stone cut out from under the tongue of a Man late: 
iy fnt in a Letter of Mr, Lifters to his Grate the Lord Arch- 
13 ifhop of York. 

May it plcafe your Grace, 

I N obedience to your Grace’s Commands,! have penned the 
Circumft ance s of a not common Medical obfervation,viz. 
the Excifion of a ftone from under the tongue. And I here with 
prefent your Grace alfo with the ftone its fclf, as I had it from 
the perfon it w as taken** 

As to the occafion and time of its birth,he tels 
me,(My Lord,you may be pleas’d to give firm 
Credit to every particular,that he hath anfwer- 
ed me at your Grace’s inftance) it was from a 
winter Sea-voyage, which laftedmuch longer 
than he expe&ed, and wherein he fuffered an exceeding cold} 
and that-, not long after his landing, he found a certain Nodus 
or hard lump in the very place whence this ftone was cut.There 
was about fryears betwixt its breading and being taken away. 

As to its growth,and the inconveniences thence enfuing 5 he 
farther faith,that upon all frefh=cold-taking, he fuffered much 
pain iu that part efpecially* and yet,that cold once being over, 
that part was no more painful than the reft of his mouth. He 

adds, that towards the 7th aud 81b year it did often caufe fud* 
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fudden fwellings in all theGIanduls about the mouth and throat 
upon the firft draught of beer at meals j which yet would iu a 
{hort time fall again* 

Laftly, as to the particulars remarkable at the time ofits be¬ 
ing taken away, he relates 5 That it began its work with a fud¬ 
den vertigo-, which vertiginous difpoficion continued more or 
lefs from Spring'till Auguft ; in which month, without any 
previous caufe fave riding, the place where it was lodged fed* 
dainty hvclled, and ran purulent matter at the aperture of the 
diMus \Nhartonianus ; that it fuddainly (lopped of its runing 
(which he cannot attribute to any thing but Cold ,) and (welled 
with a great inflammation, and very great danger of choaking* 
it being fcarce credible, what pain the party fuffered in endea¬ 
vouring to (wallow even beer,or any liquid thing. 

This extremity laded 5 days, in all which time, the party had 
fo vaft a flux of (pittle runing from him, that it was not poflible 
for him to repofe his head to deep,without wetting all the bed 
about him; infomuch as that it was very much queftioned by 
fome friendly vifitants, whether he had not of himfelf,or by 
miflake, made ufe of (ome Mercurial medicine. 

The varieties or degrees of this fpontaneoui fdivation were filch, 
that he urged me not to omit them in the relation I was to make 
to your Grace,as thinking them very notable* 

The firft day, the (diva ran thin and tranfparent,almoft like 
water without any bubles. The 2 day it ran frothy; it tailed fair, 
C which yet he is apt to think hot rather than really falt,becau(e 
that day the inflammation was at the.heighO.Thegday it roaped 
exceedingly 5 on which day a fmall pin.hole break dire&lyo- 
ver the place of the Stone and ran with purulent matter as for* 
merly* The 4 day the (diva ran injipid y (enfibly cold in the 
mouth } ( which again confirms mein that opinion, that the 
former (harp taft was the effeft of heat, and not the immediate 
quality of a fait humour \) very little frothy. The y day (which 
was the day of the incifion, ) it ran as on the 4 th but left an ex- 
tream claminefs on the teeth, infomuch that they often clave 
together,as though they had been joyned together with glue. 

Upon the incifion,which proved not wide enough, the mem¬ 
branes or baggs,wherein the .Stone lay,came away frft. A-* to the 
Stone it lelf,it was fo hard as to endure the forcipes in drawingit 
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forth: it was covered over with grafTgreen matter,which foon 
dryed, and left the ftone of a whitifh colour, as it is to be feen. 
It is but light in proportion to its bulk,weighing about 7 grains* 
and tis much of the Ihape of our ordinary horfe-beans. There 
are vifible impreffions upon it of fome Capillary and ftnall veff- 
els, it was bredamongft. Laftly, it is fcabrous or rough, fand* 
like, although the fubftance is Tophaceous. 

The Accidents accompaning the working away of this Stone, 
(for the incifionwas meerly obftetrical,) and the place of its 
birth give occafion to call the diftemper a Ranufa . Yet in truth 
this was nothing elle but one of thofe Tumours cnWcd Ather omen 
and therefore we will name it lapis Atberomatis. 

An Extratt of a Letter of the fame Mr. Lifter, written from York 
April ix. 1572, concerning animated Horfe-hairs* rc&ifying a 
Vulgar Error. 

Sir, 

I Cannot difcover any thing new and rare in natural Philofo* 
phy,but I mu ft forthwith make you participate of my good 
fortune* and I allure you,the relation,! am about to make yon, 
is of a thing very lurprifing. 

It hath been credibly reported, that Horfe hairs thrown into 
water will be animated * and yet I fhall Ihew you by an unquefir- 
ionable obfervation,that fuch things as are vulgarly thought ant. 
mated Hairs are very Infetts, nourilhed within the bodies ofo- 
ther Iufe&s,even as hhneumones are within the bodies of Cater- 
pillars. 

I will premife the particulars concerning this Animal,as I find 
them colle&ed by the Induftry of Aldrovandut^nd fave you the 
trouble of that voluminous Author. 

This Infetft ( faith he ) feems to have been unknown to the 
Ancients* as it is called by the moderns (eta aquatic a or vermis 
fetarias ,either from the moft llender figure of the body * or be- 
caule it is thought to be generated of an horfe*hair putrifying 
in water.Thc Germans call them by a name rendred Vituli aqua - 
***** 

It is bred in corrupt waters; perhaps of horfe-hair, for (faith 
Albertos upon his own frequent trial, as I find him quoted by 
Aldrcvandusfiihzfe hairs ,put into ftanding water,move and are 
inamated,or, ashe words it, vztam-fS fpititum accipiunt, & moven -
